Sim- 
ply because those 
newspapers, do

.Campaign Detrimental. 


Mr. Evjue contended further that

I 
said. 'I think you're a bunch of 
damned traitors.' 


"Well, what do you think hap- 


pened? A loud outcry of protest? 
A stampede to pull me down from 
bhe platform? A demand that I ra- 
tract that affront to their universi1 
ty ? 'No sir; not any of tho'se things. 
What happened was absolutely noth- 
ing—not a murmur, not a sound, ex- 
cept that toward the back of the 
i-oom a few men snickered; 


"I was not only Thunderstruck; I 
was appalled. If a speaker said .tl.at 
to -a group of men at my university., 
Princeton, I should hate to have-'tp 
answer for the consequences. JBut 
even then I thought 'I'd test them, a 
little further — give them another. 
chance, as it were. So a little later 
I said: 'I've often wdndered • what 
it would be like to speak before' • a 
Prussian audience. I think I know 
now.' Still there was no protest — 
no slightest sign of resentment. 


"I hesitater". Dr. McElroy contin- 


ued, "to accuse ah entire university 
of disloyalty, and many people Iwv* 
since -tried to reassure me as to 
Wisconsin. They insist that it's ab- 
solutely all right, and I. certainly 
hope that it is. .

Will Uncover Revolution 


Conspiracy 


(By the Amociated Prim) 


CHICAGO—After 
fifteen 
days 


had been spent selecting a jury, the 
trial of 113 members of the I. W. W 
for alleged violation of the espion- 
age act opened today in U?-S. dis- 
trict court with Judge K. M. Landu 
presiding. The preliminary skirra- 
ishins in the selection of a jury re- 
sulted in the dismissal of one venire 
nnd the indictment of one man for 
alleged jury tampering. 


Special Prosecutor Frank H. Ne- 


beker made the opening statement 
for the government at today's ses- 
sion. 


Ncboker told the jury that the 


government would show a conspiracy 
was entered to throw, a broad bcl\ 
of revolution about the country and 
thus disrupt America's war plan. 


"The government will prove," Mr. 


Nebeker asserted, "that the defend- 
ants and the-members of the defend 
ant organization would fight under 
ogly'one flag—the red flag of trea- 
son'. 


"We. 
will show further that the 


organization threatened to throw 
down arms in the face of the enemy 
if forced into the army and navy and 
to take any other means^necessury 
to block the war program.. 


"Not 
only will it be shown that the 


defendants discouraged enlistments 
urged that the selective draft ,act be 
vigorously opposed 'by those'of mili- 
tary ago, -but' also that they con- 
spired to forcibly obstruct produc- 
tion of lumber for American ships 
nnd airplanes and strived to prevent 
production of lead and iron for guns 
and munitions and other supplies." 


Mr. Nebeker pointed' to the growth 


of the organization in America and 
assarted that this rapid increase, in 
membership was due largely to the 
fact that writeri and 'lecturers of 
foreign birth had poisoned the minds 
of .immigrants. 


"They were told by the leaders 


that there would be no slackening 
until the present system had been 
overturned and the workers had tak- 
en complete possession of the earth. 


."These results.were to be obtain- 


ed largely by direct action, or sa- 
botage," Mr. Nebeker continued. 
"This direct action was practised-in 
all lines of industry. It included the 
missending of perishable freight, 
misplacing signal lights to block rail 
traffic, making hotel'"food unpalata- 
ble with foreign substances, the 
placing of grcat^ quantities of bed 
bugs in exclusive hotels, planting 
trees upside down, hoeing potato 
I'incs instead of weeds, causing ex- 
plosions in grain stores and the de- 
itrictibn of all kinds, of machinery. 


"And 
we will show that the swivel 


chair king of this organization, Wil- 
liam 'Haywood, directed and aided 
the work from his throne in the Chi- 
cago headquarters; that this poten- 
tate even sent demands to our presi- 
dent while our country was at war, 
2nd that a group of his leaders took 
;very possible means of obstructing 
industry and successful prosecution 
jt the war."
